load of young women did not arrive 
till late, and a number of young fresh- 
men, deprived of their partners, suf- 
fered many heartaches and misgiv- 
ings. 


The banquet was given at a hotel 


and the frshmen succeeded in doging 
the hostile sophomores and getting 
there on time. 
Many of the more 


timid ones- went early in the after- 
noon to avoid abduction. 
Meanwhile 


the thirty-five young women who were 
to grace the occasion with their pres- 
ence had congregated at a near-by res- 
idence, where they prepared for the 
function, sturdy policemen patrolling 
the vicinity to see that none of them 
was kidnapped by the sophomores 
who were out in full force. 


When the time came to bsgin the 


banquet it was discovered that one 
bus load of the young women had been 
stolen. • They hv.d fallen Into the 
clutches of the sophomores. 
Through 


the interference of the juniors who 
had pledged themselves to stand b'y 
the freshmen and act as escorts to 
the girls the bus load of freshmen 
girls were intercepted 'on the out- 
skirts of the city and the fair prison- 
ers were escorted to the hotel under 
police protection. 
They were receiv- 


ed with a great demonstration on i-ar 
riving at the hotel. 


During the evening some freshmen 


girls were persuaded to ride in a hack 
under the belief that it was furnished 
by the freshman class. It proved how 
ever that the sophomores were in 
charge of the hack, and the young wo- 
men were driven to the outskirts o: 
the city, far from the hotel, and de 
tained by the sophomores until rescu 
ed by the-juniors who followed In a 
carriage.

Order of Louise, of which the .empress 
is grand mistress, will offer her a pen- 
sion and create her a countess in her 
own right. It is probable that the baro- 
ness will also be offered the title of 
lady in waiting to the empress. She 
is certain to be overwhelmed by court, 
government,, society and

REST BY THE PRESIDENT. 


Love Feast at the White House—The 


Executive Declares That the Elcc 
tion Was 
No Personal Victory, 


But an Indorsement in Which All 
Must Share. 


Washington, U. C., Nov. 14.—Pres- 


ident McKinley put a quietus upon cab- 
inet-making gossip by inviting every 
member of the present cabinet to 
continue in his 
present 
position 


throughout the next administration. 
When the cabinet assembled yester- 
day Mr. McKinley made one of the 
graceful speeches for which he is 
noted in which he asked the mem- 
>ers of his.official household to re-; 
main hi the next cabinet, saying that 
hey were entitled to share fully ia 
vhatever credit was derived from the 
jlection of last Tuesday. 


The president said that the mem- 


jers of the cabinet had co-operated 
with him fully during the arduous 
work-of the past four years, and that 
he most kindly feeling had existed in 
.he family circle of the a-dininistra- 
:ion. 
He referred to the existing 


larmony r.nd to the lack of ill-feeling 
n any direction 
whatever. 
The 


•president expressed a dread of enter- 
ng upon another term of office unless 
he could have about him the members 
of his present cabinet. 
Then he re- 


lewed .his invitation to his o.dvis'ors 
;o remain in their positions. 


Only.One Change Likely. 


This graceful but unexpected speech 


touched 
all of 
those present and 


Secretary Hay was the first to 
re- 


spond. He said that he was sure that 
every member of the president's offi- 
cial household highly appreciated the 
sentiments of the 
president 
and 


wouid not leave so harmonious a cab- 
inet! if he could remain. 


Secretaries Gage, Hitchcock, Wil- 


son, and Attorney General Griggs each 
made short, speeches in the same vein, 
but no formal acceptances were made. 
Notwithstanding this, as already out- 
lined in these dispatches, it is quite ' 
certain tjiat there will be but one 
change made in the presiden'ts cab- 
inet..

Forecast of President's Message. 
The cabinet meetic-g was devoted 


largely to the discussion between the 
president and his 
advisers of his 


forthcoming message to congress. Each 
of the members furnished a forecast 
of his annual report, but none of the 
reports 
were in shape for a formal 


presentation.. 
It was practically de- 


cided that the recommendation in the 
message on the subject of the war 
revenue taxes will" advocate. 3sma'l 
reduction, scaling down the total r.ev- 
enue about $15,000,000. 
Just where 


this decrease will be mad-e has not 
been determined.- 


Considerable attention will be de- 


voted to the Nicaraguan canal in the 
message, but the president's recom- 
mendations are not as yet cleanly for- 
mulated.

Philadelphia, Nov. 14.—In the death 


of Capt. John D. Hart, who died neve 
today as the result of apoplexy, one of 
the most picturesque figures of the sea 
•dropped out of sight. 
Hart was the 


cwner of two small vessels, the Bermu- 
da and the Laurada, and during 1SS6 
they made frequent trips to the Cuban 
coast loaded with arms and munitions 


Spain naturally made protest, and, 


feeing a friendly nation, and the Unit- 
ed States not having recognized the 
belligerency of the 
insurrectionists, 


this country was obliged to put a stop 
to the proceedings, and various fast 
«ruisers of the navy were assigned the 
•task of capturing the fleet-footed little 
«raft. Capt. Hart was a keen and ex- 
perienced mariner, his heart and soul 
<were in the Cuban cause, and as he 
.was a fine, manly fellow in every way, 
the efforts to catch 
him were not 


Tie-wed with the utmost satisfaction by 
ibis friends. 
However, as Hart was 


clearly violating the laws of the Unit- 
ed States, the government officials did 
not rest until they had the plucky 
captain and his elusive vessels safely 
in custody. 


Capt. Hart was the commander of 


the Laurada—named 
after his two 


daughters, Laura and Ada—and after 
a lengthy trial in the United States 
court for the eastern district of Penn- 
sylvania, at Philadelphia, was found 
guilty of violating the neutrality laws 
In connection with filibustering expe- 
ditions to Cuba. In March, 1897, there 
•having been some delay subsequent to 
Conviction, he was sentenced 'by Judge 
Butler to two years' imprisonment and 
J500 fine, with costs, the latter amount- 
ing to about ?5,000. It was not until 
a year later that he was sent to prison, 
the Eastern state penitentiary of Penn- 
eylvania being selected for his incar- 
ceration1, and June 9; 189S, he was par- 
doned by President McKinley, having 
served less than four months of the 
sentence imposed. 


Hart was one of the old-time heroes 


of the sea—'brave, daring, generous, 
sentimental and reckless to the point 


. of foolhardlness. He was a native of 
Accomac county, Virginia, and was in 
the forty-first year of his age at 'the 
time of his death; of magnificent phys- 
ique, his strength was such as to cause 
him to be feared and respected by all 
with whom he came in contact. 
He 


took to the sea as naturally as a duck 
to the mill pond, and succeeded his 
lather in the fruit business In Balti- 
more in 1882. 
He was 
not a good 


tradesman, however, and failed in the 
enterprise;, then he cams to Philadel- 
phia, starting in the West India fruit 
trade in 1887, with headquarters here. 
Finally he purchased the steamer Lau- 
rada and commanded it himself; as 
time went on he secured interests in 
other vessels and began to accumulate 
some wealth. 


But Capt. Hart was not altogether 


commercial; in fact, sentiment was a 
(predominating characteristic, and as 
the insurrection in Cuba progressed, 
it attracted his attention and at length 
aroused his sympathies to tlie fullest 
extent. He removed to Camden, N. J., 
at which point he fltted out the Lau- 
rada to carry an expedition to Cuba in 
Jhe .interests of the insurgents.
